Spare parts for the Pug-10 and Pug-16 were manufactured by Tesla 
and there was usually an adequate supply of these on hand. In 
general* however* tubes had to be used sparingly. 

7. Tubes were available for some radios of Czechoslovak make and could 
be obtained from stores by bribing the sales personnel. Tubes for 
fore lorn made radios were Draotlcallv unobtainable.

8. The Inadequacy of electronic equipment was a definite safety hazard 
especially in bad weather. To conserve the VHP equipment, the use 
of. VHP within Czechoslovakia was prohibited except during sunrise 
and sunset when reception on command and liaison sets was very 
poor. Aircraft flying to the other Satellites used only liaison 
and command sets. 


9. Whenever the VHP equipment became inoperative on a flight going 

from Czechoslovakia to Scandinavia, and the aircraft was still over 
Czechoslovakia, the pilot had to return to Prague -Ruzyne /N 50-05, 

E 1 4-1 67 where either the deficiency was corrected or he changed 
aircraft. If already outside of Czechoslovakia when the VHP went 
out, the radio operator switched to W/T.
